4*  Xhls  was  the  first  time  SOURCE  had  ever 
observed  an  object  such  as  this  and  estimated  the  size  to  be  that 
oV  a pin  head  held  at  arms  length.  Very  sharply  outlined,  .teal 
size  or  distance  of  object  could  not  be  detenaiaed.  30’JHCE  states 
tnat  object  appeared  to  be  metallic  or  highly  reflective  substance 
spherical  in  shape.  Comparable  to  a large  balloon  with  metallic 
finish. 


5.  SOURCE  states  that  ha  tolnks  the  object 
was  a heavaoly  body  reflecting  light.
